BIB: It has been publloly staled that 
tbs Lacks wanna Railroad Company has 
notified lbs Town Council tbat It Is ready 
to begin the work of traok elevation la 
this town, and that tbs company la look* 
lag for some fiasnolal assistance from 
the town in defraying tbs cost of tbs 
work. Boms citizens Immediately gave 
vent to their indignation over tbs mere 
suggestion of public funds bslog con¬ 
tributed towards tbs coat or a piece of 
work that It la contended la solely for 
the benefit of lb# railroad oompaoy, and 
It U also aald tbat certain of the Goun- 
cllmeo have openly declared tbemeeivee 
In sympathy with the policy of '‘not one 
cent of public money for track eleva¬ 
tion.'' Parbapc U would be wise If tboee 
people who arc working tbemeeivee Into 
a state of Indlgnatloo, and tboee mem¬ 
bers of tbs Council who arc making 
baaty declarations of tbslr poattloo, go 
a little alow In the matter. 

Tbs Lackawanna Railroad, it u wall 
undstttood, la able to oarry out plana for 
track elsvalloa throughout tbs town 
without say Qosnclai assistance from 
the public treasury, but In doing ao tbs 
company would of oourec oonalder Its 
own r qutramenta and keep etrtctly 
within the limits of such. Tbere muet 
ba some reason for the company’# re- „

defraying lbs coat of the work proposed, dMtlny * (and we believe there 
Of oouree tbs abolition of dangaroua

aad of a nature to ooefer a general ben- 
efit to the town. In othsr words, a oar- 
tala turn of money will oarry out tbs 
work of track .sieve'ion la a mas oar 
to mast all the oompaoy‘a requirements 
The company pr o poses, if the town will 
aoocur aad oo-operale. to spend a mush 
larger sum than actual lequiremaola 
call for, aad tbla extra expense goes 
Into aaetbetlc faaturae of the work, aod 
which are of mutual benefit aod advant¬ 
age to the municipality and the railroad 
company. It la this part of the work 
that deserves thoughtful consideration 
on the pert of the Councilman, aod If 
any effort to made te aeoertatn to aay 
extent public eeotlmeot on this phase of 
the track elevation question. not a few 
dtlxeoe will be fouad who will be dis¬ 
posed to favor ffaaoolal co-operation 
with the railroad company. If It to going 
to prove lb > means of superior station 
facilities, attractive station surround¬ 
ings. and fins approaches to the elation. 

To those people who are declaiming on 
the aide of "not one sent for I rack ele¬ 
vation," the railroad company oan re¬ 
spond In an equally stubborn and nar¬ 
row attitude of "not ooe cenl for extra 
wotk." In some reepecto the town baa 
something to gain aa well as tba railroad 
company In lbs proper settlement and 
carrying through of the traok elevation 
work, and the question should be viewed 
from a reasonable standpoint. Tbere Is 
not a great amount of mooey Involved 
lo the mere work of track elevalloo 
here, but tha fact that lha tracks tra¬ 
sses* tbs bualoeac part of the town 
warrants a considerable outlay in extra 
work that will tend to mako traok oie- 
▼atloo appear as ao Improvement to the 
general ooodlUooe. aod not a further 
detriment. If the business to properly 
managed there la ao reason why tha 
tewo ought not to reap a great general 
benefit from every dollar of public money 
contributed towards tha work of roil- 
Impfovemaota la ood around tha 
aveaua station

war for tba emancipation of the slave; 
so that from tbat lime onward tbe 
oausee of union and of freedom, of 
natlooa! greatness and individual lib- 
ertv, were one aod tbe same.’ But tbe 
President did not fall to set form also 
tbe wider laeuae ot tbe wbole war, when 
be said: ’ V.iu men of ike Grand Aim? 
by your victory not only rendered all 
Americana your debtors evarmore. but 
you rendered all buuaoity your debtors.

The Bulidlag 
Trades Oooferewce Board, oom paced « 
employ ess of mem bare of the 
Builders' Association, bos Issued the 
following otreular setting forth the ozek'n 
elds of the ease :

"A strike to when tbe mea refuse to 
work for some men or men who employ 
them, with the obJ*ol of getting some 
grievance settled by depriving tbslr em¬ 
ployers of workingmen. 

A lockout to wbeo tbe employer n, 
fusee to let hto men work, lo order to 
compel hto men to do something dlalaste- 
(ul or repugnant to them. 

‘As to the cause of this lockout: Tbe 
master masons wish to oompel the la* 
borers (who were paid all last year at 
the rate of 96 eeota p r hoar) to acoept 
work at 90 cents per hour. Felling to 
oompel the laborers to accept this re¬ 
duction, the master masons called lo 
the Meater Builders' Association of this 
vicinity, to get tbslr aid. -Ibe Mentors' 
Association demanded that the Journey¬ 
men outside tbe laborers' organization 
oompel the laborers to go to work at <0 
cents per oour, giving an ultimatum that 
If tnle were not done, they (the 
builders) would declare a lockout of 
tha building trades.
